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Cran a lack of nationalism 
Keen our nation united?

certain prime minister of Canada was 
known to have believed that reason 
should always triumph over passion. 
While I admit to having a great many 
aversions to Mr. Trudeau's policies and 
his party, this guiding philosophy sticks 
out in my mind as a crucial reminder. It 


but necessary for the successful conduct 
of politics. 

While heading to former Québec pre- 
mier Jacques Parizeau’s lecture at the 
University of Alberta on the future of 
Canada and Québec, I was ready and 
waiting for outbursts of emotional pas- 
sion and fervent defences of both sides 
of the Canadian Unity Debate (it’s a 
debate that has almost taken on a life of 
its own. I think it’s entitled to capital let- 
ters). 

I was surprised. 

Both Mr. Parizeau and the obviously 
federalist audience were engaged in 
largely constructive debate about this 
touchy and emotional issue. It bodes 
well for the future of the debate between 
separatists and federalists, for few top- 
ics besides nationalism are as dangerous 
and virulent when taken up by the pas- 
sions and emotions of dedicated masses, 
blinded by raging fires of personal 
attachment. 

Parizeau pointed out an eye-opening 
contradiction in federalist argumenta- 
tion, stating that in the eyes of Canadian 
loyalists, Canadian nationalism seems to 
be acceptable, while Québec nationalism 
is bad. Why? 

Many will claim that’s because Canada 
is an actual state as opposed to Québec; 
so Canadian nationalism is legitimate. 
Extend that argument to the oppressed 
Kurds in Iraq, Iran and Turkey, or the 
oppressed Tibetans in China, and very 
few people will claim that Kurds are 
unjustified in being nationalist, despite 
their lack of a state. 

In fact, it may be that the very fact 
Canada is a state makes its nationalism 
more dangerous. Combining the loyalty 
of a people with a sovereign state on the 
world stage that has economic and mili- 
tary clout to back that loyalty up can

But it is here that the Québécois argu- 
ment for nationalism breaks down. 
Parizeau, Bouchard and the Parti 
Québécois want to take the emotional 
attachment, the culture and the collec- 
tive loyaity of a people and give it the 
economic, military, legal and political 
powers of a sovereign state. No matter 
how weak the Québec state might be 
militarily, it could have economic clout, 
as Parizeau tried to point out. That eco- 
nomic power could become a tool of the 
emotional, nationalist whims of its peo- 
ple on the world stage and lead to bad 
news all around. 

Canada is a good thing to keep togeth- 
er for somewhat similar reasons. By hav- 
ing two large and dominant cultural 
groups within a single state, it may be 
possible to restrict the amount of emo- 
tion and passion the population feels 
toward the state which holds the power 
and ability to act on the world stage. 
Instead of irrationally and emotionally 
acting in the name of the people (for it 
has two “peoples” to work for) the state 
might be able to conduct itself rationally 
and safely on the world stage. 

Canada is worth keeping together; not 
based on any kind of attachment to the 
Maple Leaf, Hockey Night in Canada, the 
Tragically Hip or football in the snow, 
but rationally and logically. With increas- 
ing migratory patterns the world over, 
Parizeau’s and the PQ’s notion of one 
people, one state is nearly obsolete. Very 
few states in the world today can claim 
to be virtually homogeneous in culture, 
language and social makeup. In order for 
states to be able manage these difficult 
situations successfully, they will need 
models of countries that have done it 
before them — countries such as 
Canada and Switzerland and Belgium. 

When people bemoan Canada’s lack of 
nationalist feeling in its people, I’m 
quick to defend the status quo and con- 
tinue to hope Canada and its people will 
reason their way through problems 
instead of relying on gut, emotional feel- 


ings.

ne way or another, news sur- 

rounding the AIDS epidemic 

will be splashed across front 
pages this week with the release of 
Justice Horace Krever’s Report 
into Canada’s tainted blood sup- 
ply, the announcement of a new 
National AIDS Strategy and World 
AIDS Day activities. 

Federal Health Minister Allan 
Rock was expected to announce 
no-fault compensation for the 
1,200 persons infected with HIV 
and the 12,000 stricken by hepati- 
tis C through blood transfusions 
during the 1980s. And he’ll be in 
the spotlight again Dec. 1 with the 
announcement of a $203-million 
federal AIDS strategy. 

But the new AIDS strategy falls 
short in funding, according to 
Wayne Hellard, vice-chair of the 
AIDS Network of Edmonton 

“Tt sounds nice, but if we look at 
it on a per-capita basis and com- 
pare that with what, say, the 
Americans are spending per-capita 
and not even translate the Ameri- 
ean dollar to Canadian, then we 
should be spending about $90 mil- 
lion per year,” said Hellard, also a 
board member of the Canadian 
Treatment Advocates Council and 
a former executive director of 
CATIE (the Community AIDS 
Treatment Information Exchange). 

Funding for the new program 
will contribute $40.7 million per 
year to medical research, direct 
care and social services for those 
affected by AIDS. But Hellard com- 
plains the funding levels under the 
national strategy have been the 
same for 10 years and “Jean Chré- 
tien, in his pre-election promises, 
said the Liberals would raise it to 
$50 million (per year).” 

The current levels put AIDS 
spending in Canada at the bottom 
of the list among G7 countries. 

Because the disease is still 
spreading and more people are 
being diagnosed with AIDS, Hell-

ard says more focus needs to be 
placed on care for those with 
AIDS. Currently, more funding is 
aimed at prevention rather than 
support. 

“Our recommendation we sent 
in, as part of national consultation, 
recommended that we go with $55 
million (per year) and that the 
additional $15 million be split: $10 
million to increase care and sup- 
port and $5 million going towards 
increasing education and preven- 
tion and leaving the rest basically 
the same.” 

Hellard also suggests money 
should be spent by other depart- 
ments. AIDS is spreading rapidly 
through native populations and 
Indian Affairs ought to put finan- 
cial resources into education and 
support in those communities. The 
spread of HIV in federal prisons is 
also a concern that needs to be 
dealt with and the federal justice 
department ought to budget funds 
to take care of that, he adds. 

But Hellard notes private sec- 
tors must get involved too. A fed- 
eral program called The Business 
Case for AIDS, launched last year, 
encourages industry to prepare 
ways for dealing with employees 
stricken by the deadly virus and 
promote healthy living among

through corporate funding, to start

f or Peter Dala, the Edmonton Opera’s 


brand-new conductor, the upcoming pro- 
duction of Romeo et Juliette must evoke 


a strong sense of déja vu. 

“This opera is very close to my heart,” 
says the internationally-renowned Dala, 
making his Edmonton début on Saturday in 
Romeo et Juliette, the Edmonton Opera's 
first production of 1997/98. “This was my 
début opera when I worked in Budapest 
(with the Hungarian State Opera) in 1989.” 

Richard Sims, the acting general manager 
of the Edmonton Opera, is thrilled that Dala 
has come on board at the opera and says the 
icing on the cake is that his first production 
will be Romeo et Juliette. 

“It’s a happy coincidence that we chose 
this opera,” says Sims. “We had just met 
Peter when we had chosen this piece.” 

Sims says the opera was extremely lucky 
to hire someone as talented as the Dala, 
who's originally from Toronto. Dala’s per- 
sonal saga is “the classic story of the 
Canadian who went abroad to be discov- 
ered,” says Simms. “He's highly overquali- 
fied for the job and we were very lucky to 
be in the right place and time to grab him 
for this position. He’s going to bring a world 
view to his position and introduce us to dif- 
ferent traditions. The style of singing and 

- staging in the big state-subsidized houses in 
Europe are so different. He’s going to bring 
us a very high standard in his very thought- 
ful.and calm manner.” 

Dala studied at the Royal College of Music 
in London and has worked across Europe

They live in the recent 
past and so have more relevance 
to us than do the turn-of-the-centu- 
ry Francis and Kitty.

He is exuberant in his admira- 
tiorr of the bicycle, gleefully bawdy 
in his appreciation of Daisy and 
her bicycle, and defiantly outspo- 
ken in his social philosophy. | 
doubt that there is a single mem- 
ber of the audience who doesn’t 
love Frank by the end of Act I.

Sarsons’ effortlessly over-the-top 
bravura performance as Frank, 
Melissa Hande as Daisy relies a lit- 
tle too much on the overdrawn. 
The accent is a little strained, the 
brightness a little actinic, the 
Sauciness, though written into the 
words Daisy speaks, might be 
more subtly spoken. Her perfor- 
mance hints of the cliché. 

The fluttering spider-walk of fin- 
gers on the tabletop when Daisy 
loses her composure over Belfast’s 
bombed-out streets is a cliché.

These video sequences 
frame the 10 scenes that are not 
unlike SCTV skits without the 
sharp-edged writing. 

The scenes place familiar char- 
acters in recognizable circum- 
stances but there is little true con- 
flict to push the scenes to either 
revelation or hilarity. This leaves 
the actors-responsible for generat- 
ing the energy that they do. 

In one skit, a man and a woman 
are looking for their car after 
shopping. The car is not there, a 
fire hydrant is, and the man goes 
into a rant. Tome works the audi- 
ence up into genuine laughter, 
then the wife comes back to report 
their mistake: the car is the next 

block over. As soon as this sce- 
nario is set up, the conclusion is 
obvious. It’s only Tome’s working 
of the script that’s fresh. 

The actors are challenged with

he November edition of 
Scientific American contained 
n article that caught my eye. It 
discussed the nuclear threat 
humankind is faced with — not 
from Ontario’s crumbling nuke 
plants, but from weapons of mass 
destruction maintained by Russian 

and American military forces. 

My first reaction was to dismiss 
it as old news. The Cold War is 
over. The Evil Empire lost and 
everyone's happy, right? Wrong. 

The article was hooked on an 
incident that took place in 1995. A 
rocket fired into the upper atmos- 
phere as part of a study of the 
Northern Lights caught some 
important Russians by surprise. 
Launched from Norway, the rocket 
looked every bit like the subma- 
rine-launched warheads the Russ- 
ians had been trained to spot. A 
single missile fired from that dis- 
tance could put eight nuclear 
bombs in Red Square in 15 min- 
utes. In about 40 minutes, both 
nations could launch some 5,000 
nukes at each other. 

Of! , the Russian military 
figured out there was no attack, 
but the article points out that both 
the U.S. and Russia still keep many 
of their nuclear weapons on “hair- 
trigger alert”. That means the 
weapons are locked and loaded 
and reddy to go within moments. 
And that means the chance of an 
accidental launch or counterstrike 
is as real a concern today as it was 
at the height of the Cold War. 

So I did a little surfing on the 
Internet and found that, while pub- 
lie attention is hardly as focused 
on the issue of nuclear arms con- 
trol as if once was, the information 
available on this subject and on 
groups working toward real disar- 
mament is incredible. The onliné 
version of the SA article posts 
related links. What a treasure!

Internet. surfers. can follow 
their adventures through an under- 
ground missile site decommis- 
sioned during the late 1960s. The 
two weren't the first to head down 
into the missile silos; graffiti 
sprayed on walls within the under- 
ground facility is less than compli- 
mentary toward former U.S. presi- 
dent Ron Raygun. The site itself is 
huge. It used to house military per- 
sonnel required to launch ICBMs. 

Other links take you to the 
Committee on Nuclear Policy, a 
START II Seminar, and a site deal- 
ing with active nuclear weapons 
and propulsion facilities in the U.S.

Virgo’s new film The Planet of 
Junior Brown, airing Sunday, 
Nov. 30 at 8 p.m. on CBC-TV. It’s 
connected to the angst that street 
kids endure as they yearn to be 
part of the collective but are 
stymied by dysfunctional families 
and manipulative friends. And it 
conveys a sense of disconnected- 
ness by those very same ele- 
ments. 

The original story, written in 
1971 by Newberry award winner 
Virginia Hamilton, was set in Har- 
lem. Virgo moves it to Toronto 
and focuses tightly on the emotional survival of 
Canadian inner-city kids, thereby treating audiences 
to a legitimate narrative instead of another extend- 
ed music video with fragments of plot tossed into 
the mix. 

Junior Brown (Martin Villafana) is the son of a 
single mother (Lynn Whitfield — The Josephine 
Baker Story, Eve’s Bayou), who uses her diabetes 
to control him. In addition to weighing in at 350 
pounds, Junior is also a piano-playing prodigy, a tal- 
ent that threatens his mother’s control. His best 
friend, a street kid named Buddy (Rainbow Sun 
Francks), along with Buddy’s girlfriend Butter 
(Sarah Polley — Sweet Hereafter, The Hanging 
Garden) revolve around each other protectively. 

Choosing not to attend classes, Junior and Buddy 
spend time in the basement of their high school 
with Mr. Pool (Clark Johnson — television's 
Homicide), a former teacher who has also opted 
out of the system. It is here Mr. Pool constructs a 
solar system of planets, giving form to the construct 
of survival that each of these characters created in 
their minds. 

One other character figures into this story, not 
only because of her role but also because of the 
actor filling that role. Miss Peep, Junior’$ deranged

Several months later 
when Junior Brown 
opened at the Toronto 
Film Festival, I spoke 
with Clement Virgo as 
he sat with Johnson, an 
American who regularly 
commutes from the set 
of Homicide in 
Baltimore to his home in 
Toronto. Neither the 
director nor the actor 
flinched when I noted 
the film was less than traditional in its story-telling 
format. 

Virgo’s explanation is almost understandable as 
long as you consider he’s not a linear kinda guy. “I 
think I structured the film unconsciously. I started 
with the idea of planets, then introduced all the 
characters. The story begins to unfold and then it 
stops and we start again. It all revolves around the 
idea of planets, solar system and mortality. 

“I find it very hard to tell a straight story.” 

Johnson, who also appeared in Virgo’s first fea- 
ture film Rude, chimes in with a theoretical exam- 
ple of how Virgo cannot possibly waik in a straight 
line because it wouldn’t make sense. 

The Planet of Junior Brown, however, is exactly 
as Virgo conceived it originally. “The more I make 
films, the more I realize that films come down to 
these little moments that you don’t need a lot of 
words for.” 

Junior Brown is yet another contribution to the 
increasingly long list of Canadian works which 
finesse the edge of the art film genre while simulta- 
neously appealing to a mainstream audience.

Okay, the aliens are big, bad, 
inordinately gross and terrifying to 
even look at. That’s a given. Still, 
the unfathomable horror of having 
a reptilian-skeletal-insectoid larvae 
burst out of your chest gets a little 
jaded after about the 19th time. It 
seems this time out the writers are 
so desperate to inject some new 
material into the concept that they 
spray a bunch of ideas into the 
script that don’t really matter to 
the story. Some of it works, but it 
depends quite a bit on the viewer 
to make up his or her own back 
story. 

On a visual level, though, the 
new stuff is quite good. Things get 
a little nuts by the end, but it really 
is amazing how many cool-yet- 
totally-grotesque ways there are to 
die when there are aliens around. 

“A” for effort, guys, and you sure 
are the masters of shocking imag- 
ery, but Alien: Resurrection will 
probably only be remembered as 
“the one with Winona Ryder in it.”
